drawing its water supply from 
the nearby mountains, is increas¬ 
ing away out of proportion to the 
ability of underground water 
basins to continue as a sufficient 
basis of supply, he said. 

One sure thing about joining 
in the Metropolitan District, Mr. 
Rider made clear, was that any 
city joining since the 13 original 
members formed the District, 
would have to pay an additional 
3 per cent per annum beginning 
with the District's organization. 

Giving a history of the Water 
District from its inception as the 
“Colorado River Association" when 
far sighted men realized the nec¬ 
essity of looking ahead to future 
needs in view of the rapidly in¬ 
creasing water requirements, Mr. 
Rider told of the financing and 
other fundamentals of the Dis¬ 
trict which has an obligation of 
$220,000,000 to be shared by the 
member cities. 

In reply to a question as to 
the cost of a city, sav Sierra 
Madre, to join the District, Mr. 

| Rider said that after an applica¬ 
tion was filed the District’s board 
I of directors would fix the cost 
! of admission but that this would 
not be a basis for determining 
the cost of water to the consum¬ 
er. 

Colonel H. B. Hersey wished to 
; know if the costs would not take 
j steep upward rise when payments 
began on the Metropolitan bonds, 
but Mr. Rider voiced the opinion 
that by the time bond payments 
were, due water revenues would 
I prove an offsetting factor and 
| tend to # stabilize the costs. 

While* at the present time, the 
Metropolitan Water District will 
; deliver water to any city at any 
i desired point, Mr. Rider thinks 
that in the future in all prob¬ 
ability they will ask a citv de¬ 
siring to come into the District 
to lav a pipeline to a stated 
terminal.
